He had 
a one-man show at the Barnet Aden 
Gallery last year, and his paintings 
have been included in many group 
shows in Washington. 

Mrs. Corwin has studied paint¬ 
ing for many years.

GCS Sales Soar 

Greenbelt Consumer Services’ 
sales reached a new high of $172,- 
987 for the last four weeks, accord¬ 
ing to the general manager’s report 
at the GCS board of directors 
meeting last Friday night. This 
amount is an increase of 25% over 
the same period last year, and the 
estimated net savings for this pe¬ 
riod is $4817 or 2.8% of gross sales. 

Also at this meeting the board 
approved the appointment of Ruth 
Hill as new manager for the beauty 
shop. The board authorized gen¬ 
eral manager Sam Ashelman to ob¬ 
tain the services of Morris Mitchell, 
executive secretary of the Sout’h- 
eastrn Cooperative League, to do 
promotional work and to direct an 
employee training program in 
Greenbelt. 

The board of directors of GCS at¬ 
tended a meeting of Eastern Coope¬ 
rative, Inc. in New York on Sun¬ 
day, October 30. Walter Bierwag- 
en, GCS board president, reported 
that progress was being made on a 
plan for the reorganization of ECI. 

The board decided to discuss the 
bus situation at its regular- meeting 
next Friday, because the bus is ope¬ 
rating at a loss. Tentative plans 
are to call a meeting of people who 
need and use the bus to consider 
either curtailing the service or rais¬ 
ing the fare.

Use Service or Else 
Says Capital Transit 

Capital Transit Company, public 
transportation utility, last week sent 
Greenbelt residents a letter urging 
greater participation in the advan¬ 
tages offered by riding its buses and 
street-cars. 

Explaining that public transit is 
convenient, economical, and safe, 
the letter said that the service it now 
offers Greenbelt is financially un¬ 
sound from the utility’s point-of- 
view, and implied that greater pa¬ 
tronage will be needed to keep the 
Greenbelt service in operation. 

Greenbelt’s riding-pool habit, 
formed during 'the early days of the 
war and greatly expanded when 
Capital Transit increased its fares 
and lowered its service approxi¬ 
mately two years ago, was .the ap¬ 
parent target of the implied threat. 

Commuters from Greenbelt to 
downtown Washington are now 
provided a bus every 20 minutes 
during rush hours to the Branch- 
ville line, less frequently during off 
hours. Average travelling time dur¬ 
ing rush hours is an hour and a 
quarter to such central locations as 
14th and G Sts., N.W., with a 
straight cash fare of 38 cents one 
way. (Purchase of three D. C. to¬ 
kens for 35 cents reduces this to 37 
cents.)

It’s a thrilling—and rare—experience to see Power recognize 
People. Greenbelters, justifiably angry at a huge rate increase 
coupled with a decrease in service, decided to find more convenient 
and economical means of commuting. The Cooperator, in an ef¬ 
fort to expand the car-pool program, offered free advertising space 
to those wanting or offering a ride. In the two years that have 
passed since that time, the number of people forced to commute via, 
public transit has dwindled to a highly unsatisfactory number, from 
Capital Transit’s standpoint. (Since the staff continues to oppose 
tne public-be-damned attitude of the “public utility,” notices of 
rides or riders wanted will again be received by telephone.) 

Washingtonians, sick of having the transit monopoly’s high 
rates, poor service, and enforced music-listening shoved down their 
throats, should take a leaf from the Greenbelt book. For while 
Capital Transit can threaten us with abandonment of the meager 
service still left us, we doubt if those tactics would succeed with 
the thousands of riders in the whole area. ,

NOT SCHIZOPHRENIC — 


These are harsh words when ap¬ 
plied as in The Cooperator lead 
news story of last week. They have 
elicited rejoinder from the accused, 
all of which contributes little to the 
basic unity we must have if we are 
to achieve ownership of our City. 

As one with knowledge of the 
facts, I can say The Cooperator was 
unduly concerned that the Board of 
GVHC had lost sight of its only le¬ 
gitimate objective, namely mutual 
purchase of Greenbelt for its resi¬ 
dents. The EDITORS, however, 
had just enough information to 
make them break a story which 
was not only news, but which in 
.their minds gave rise to serious mis¬ 
givings as to the direction in which 
GVHC was moving. Had our po¬ 
sitions been reversed, many of us 
would have reacted as they did. 

It will serve no useful purpose 
here to argue details of the story or 
to refute certain misinterpretations 
or mis-statements—Better that the 
excitement and heat be directed to 
constructive ends. GVHC will now 
call a membership meeting. Mis¬ 
takenly perhaps, but none-the-less 
sincerely, it has not done so be¬ 
cause of the absence of specific in¬ 


formation which would bring the 
members out. Past experience of 
GMHOC has certainly demonstrat¬ 
ed that too many people were will¬ 
ing to let a few face the frustrating 
task of keeping the objective alive 
until PHA finally is in a position to 
take action under Public Law 60, 
81st Cong. That time is near (re¬ 
gardless of how often we have 
thought so in the past). 

The GMHOC and the GVHC 
Boards of Directors (the latter com¬ 
prised of elected veteran members 
of the former) have continued to 
work closely together. While ex¬ 
ploring the possibilities of financing 
through a local housing authority 
created by the City of Greenbelt, 
which, incidentally, is not an instru¬ 
mentality of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment, the two Boards have made 
real progress toward assuring finan¬ 
cing for a straight mutual purchase. 

Let’s have that meeting! If you 
do not have confidence in your pres¬ 
ent Veterans mutual leadership, 
change it, but don’t abandon or jeo¬ 
pardize the mutual plan. You have 
an organization which can qualify 
all of us as a preference group, un¬ 
der the lw. The objective is worth 
our best effort. We have the indi¬ 
vidual and collective ability to do 
this job. Let’s get on with it—with 
that unity of purpose which will 
not be denied.

In a rather presumptive effort to 
needle the GVHC board out of a 
supposed inaction, the rapier, in the 
hands of our local journalists, has 
become a two-edged sword, 

The confidence of the people in 
The Cooperator and in the GVHC 
board, and the confidence of GVHC 
in The Cooperator have suffered a 
grievous blow. That confidence (in¬ 
sofar as it represents unified spirit 
and action) might have been our 
most valuable asset in the coming 
negotiations. 

Greenbelt housing is not “snafu 
—nor has the GVHC board failed 
to find a solution. It has explored 
many possibilities, it will continue 
to explore others in the best inter¬ 
ests of the residents. Until such day 
as the sale of Greenbelt (other than 
to GVHC) is announced in a black- 
bordered Cooperator no such as¬ 
sumptions can be made. 

Certainly not on the basis of 
transmitting information about a 
municipal housing authority to the 
city council. No one that I know 
of has suggested that a housing au¬ 
thority is as good as mutual hous¬ 
ing. It is an alternative plan that 
should be studied, just as should 
every other conceivable plan. In¬ 
cidentally, a city housing authority 
is not a federal agency. 

Eight of sixteen people present 
were not members of either the 
GVHC board or the city council. 
That we should be censured for not 
passing along such information in 
an open meeting to avoid the possi¬ 
bility of rumors and the passage of 
misinformation comes as a decided 
surprise. 

W"e are chagrined, in fact, that 
our motives are so impugned as to 
make us wonder whether a hap¬ 
hazard transmittal wouldn’lt have 
been better after all. 

Since the inception of GVHC the 
elected board members of GMHOC 
have actively participated in every 
GVHC board meeting. 

We have been painfully aware of 
the lack of news about housing acti¬ 
vities but even now we have no new 
or positive facts to publish. We do 
not publish rumor or supposition, 
particularly if, as it easily can, it 
might cause difficulty in later rela¬ 
tionships and negotiations. 

A meeting of the membership is 
tentatively scheduled for Friday, 
December 9, 1949. in the community 
building.

(Ed. note: We reprint this 
week the following Community 
Chest plea first printed in The 
Cooperator in 1947.) 

There is a maxim that “there 
is more joy in giving than in re¬ 
ceiving.” Happiness basically 
depends upon the home environ¬ 
ment, which in turn is based 
upon the economic conditions in 
the home. 

Our purpose in giving to the 
Community Chest is to assist 
the family during some difficult 
period to attain the necessary 
commodities so that the family 
may be able to retain a healthy 
physical and well-balanced men¬ 
tal attitude. Children are easily 
disturbed, particularly when the 
parents are ill, unemployed or 
incapable of giving their chil¬ 
dren the necessary attention. 
This normally leads to confusion 
and frustration. 

In a well-balanced happy na¬ 
tion it is of the utmost necessity 
that people be properly fed, 
clothed, housed, and medically 
attended. Your, small contribu¬ 
tion is definitely instrumental 
in assisting the Community 
Chest to provide those in need 
with the means of retaining 
their self respect and position 
until such time as communal as¬ 
sistance is no longer required. 
The work of the Community 
Chest is not to be confused with 
the work of the County Welfare 
Board. 

The spiritual satisfaction of 
the knowledge that one in need 
has been assisted by our contri¬ 
bution is all the compensation 
we could possibly desire.
